ANTI-SANCTUARY 
PUSH COULD SPREAD

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Los Alamitos’ vote late Monday could signal a trend among Southern California cities

Orange County and several 
cities in Southern California 
soon might join Los Alamitos 
in its bid to opt out of a contro- 
versial state law that limits co- 
operation with federal immigra- 
tion officials. 

Officials with the county as 
well as leaders in Aliso Viejo and 
Buena Park said Tuesday they 
plan to push for various ver- 
sions of the anti-sanctuary or- 
dinance approved in Los Alami- 
tos late Monday by a 4-1 vote of 
that City Council. 

“There’s a pretty good amount 
of cities interested, and they 
want to know about the pro- 
cess,” said Los Alamitos Mayor 


Troy Edgar, who spent Tuesday 
fielding calls and emails from of- 
ficials in other cities and others 
interested in the push. 

Immigration advocates said 
Los Alamitos and cities and 
counties that follow its opt-out 
ordinance will be violating state 
law and at risk of litigation. 

But Los Alamitos’ anti-sanc- 
tuary push also received wide 
attention in conservative me- 
dia and gained support from 
those who don’t agree with Cal- 
ifornia’s protective stance on all 
immigrants, regardless of legal 
status. 

Orange County Supervisor 
Michelle Steel soon plans to in- 
troduce an opt-out ordinance 
to the county Board of Supervi- 
sors, her spokeswoman said in 


an email.

Officials cite marijuana 
business as reason for 
revoking Irvine man’s 
fast-track status

Federal officials have revoked 
a Southern California man’s air- 
port fast-track security clearance 
for one reason: he owns a licensed 
marijuana business. 

“They’re treating me like a 
criminal,” said Aaron Herzberg, 
a Los Angeles-based attorney who 
owns several state-sanctioned 
marijuana ventures. 

U.S. Customs and Border Pro- 
tection officials say they’re simply 
upholding their policy of “zero tol- 
erance for drugs.” 

The revocation is the latest ex- 
ample of the growing conflict be- 
tween state and federal mari- 
juana laws. 

California and eight other 
states have legalized recreational 
marijuana, while 29 states permit 
medical marijuana. But the fed- 
eral government still considers 
marijuana an illegal drug on par 
with heroin. That means canna- 
bis consumers in pot-legal states 
can lose their jobs, insurance, gun 
rights and more because of fed- 
eral pressure.

WASHINGTON » A skeptical Su- 
preme Court took aim Tuesday at 
a California law that forces anti- 
abortion crisis pregnancy cen- 
ters to provide information about 
abortion. 

A ruling striking down the law 
could doom similar laws in Ha- 
waii and Illinois, and also call 
into question laws in other states 
that seek to regulate doctors’ 
speech. 

Both conservative and liberal 
justices raised questions about 
the California law, which took ef- 
fect in 2016. Centers that are li- 
censed by the state must tell cli- 
ents about the availability of con- 
traception, abortion and prenatal 
care, at little or no cost. Centers 
that are unlicensed also must post 
a sign that says so. 

The centers say they are being 
singled out and forced to deliver 
a message with which they dis- 
agree. California says the law is 
needed to let poor women know 
all their options.
